The English blatherskite, Keir Hardie, has 
been trying to explain the difference between 


State Socialism and Communism, and why 


he prefers the former. While rejecting both 
the American people will say that of the two 
they would take the latter if they had to 
make a choice. 

The Communist proposes that the wealth 
of each community, city or rural, be divided 
evenly among the inhabitants, so that each 
may have exactly the same amount. If, in 
spite of this enforced equality, some men 
become rich and others poor during the en- 
suing ten years they will make another 
division and even things up again. But the 
Communists do not contemplate interfer- 
ence with the personal liberty of the citi- 
zen of a commune. His equal share is abso- 
lutely his own. He can spend it ms he 
pleases or use it as he pleases. He 
can will it to his children or can 
divide it among them. while alive. He 


management, and his gain is his until there 
is another division. Each individual is left 
alone to work out his own salvation, it being 
assumed that all having had a fair start will 
prosper. 

But State Socialism proposes to confiscate 
the wealth of a country, not so that it may 
be divided pro rata among all, but that it 
may be administered by a few nominally for 
the benefit of all, really for that of the few. 
Those who are to do the administering are 
the aposties of Socialism, the Hardies, the 
Morgans, the Neebes, and such like. The 
men who have not been able to manage their 
own affairs successfully, who have added 
nothing to the world’s wealth, and done 
nothing for its advancement, and have given 
nme evidences of ability, are to manage the 
affairs of the entire community. The men- 
tally inferior are to replace the mentally 
superior. 

Undgr State Socialism there will be no pri- 
vate property and no personal initiative. 
Bach man will do the work his new bosses 
set him at and will receive in return food, 
clothing, and shelter. He will work and will 
be rewarded for his work, just as the peni- 
tentiary convict is. He will have nothing he 
can call his own. He can save nothing, for 
he has only his meal and clothing tickets, 
and what he draws on them will no more 
than meet his daily wants. 

Some men are born to be great merchants 
and to exchange the products of continents, 
Some are born to manage great enterprises 
which give wages to thousands and add to 
the wealth and comfort of the community. 
Some are born to work out those inventions 
which do so much to liberate man from the 
primal curse that he must earn his bread in 
the sweat of his brow.. The powers that be 
under State Socialism would not give these 
men a chance to display their special gifts. 
The merchant would be set at work in a 
brewery and the inventor in a tobacco field. 

Nor would any one of these men utilize his 
special gifts if he were put by accident in a 
position where he.had a chance to do so. 
For the spur of the hope of gain would be 
lacking. He would not work harder with 
hands or brains than he had to, knowing that 
others would reap where he sowed. Mén do 
not invent cotton gins or reaping machines, 
or hunt markets for goods, or build up colos- 


| sal factories for glory alone. They want to 


| better their condition, to-rise in the world, to 


make money. 
After socialism had snapped the main- 
spring of the watch the watch would stop 
running. Humanity progresses, in spite of 
the inertia of the many, because of the labors 
| of the few. Socialism would put a quietus 
on the activity of the latter, and there would 
be no further progress. A country which 
adopted socialism would be as intelligent, 
therefore, as a horse breeder who steadily 
killed 
seemed to be stronger or fleeter-footed than 
the others. 
. Happily, the American people are too much 
attached to personal liberty to submit to the 
loss of it. They may listen for a time with 
seeming indifference to the socialistic 
preaching of/ aliens who are domiciled here 
or whe make flying visits to lecture Ameri- 
cans about their duties. But if from words 
these aliens pass to deeds, then they will be 
dealt with as were Spies and his bomb-throw- 
ing gang. Nor is it impossible that in time 
the Americans will get sick of so much in- 
eendiary talk and will suggest to foreigners 
who have nothing better to say the advisa- 
bility of keeping their mouths shut. 
RISING PRICES AND AMERICAN TIN- 
PLATE. x 
More than a week ago, in commenting on 
the recent rapid rise in products in this coun-

There is little doubt, though many of the 
veterans during the year have replied to the 
last muster call, that the encampment will be 
one of the most successful the Grand Army 
has ever had. Certainly under the circum- 
stances it will be one of the most interesting. 
Kentucky is closely allied to Ohio, Indiana, 
and Illinois, and thousands of its sons have 
settled in those States. The ties between 
them are strong, and to large numbers of 
these veterans the welcome will be like a 
family one.

There are chemicals which can be 
use@ to. advantage to purify the waters of a 
pond or of a stagnant slip, but which are 
practically valuless in the case of the Chi- 
cage River. The South Branch, where the 
Commissioner thinks of sweetening it, is 
about fifteen feet deep and a hundred feet 
wide. It flows slowly ‘but steadily toward

about 30,000 cubic feet a minute into the 
If the Commissioner were to purify 
the ‘water for the distance of a ‘mile, that 
disiffected water would be replaced gradual- 
ly by the filthy water from behind. Then the 
work would have to be done over again. In 
shoft, it would be necessgry to be dumping 
eartleads of chemicals into the stream all 
the time, because every second sewage would 
be pouring into it from the sewers. is dis- 
infection of rivers has been tried before, and 
has been found not to be commercially prac- 
ticable. No plan compares in efficiency and 
simplicity with the one Chicago has adopted. 
When the drainage channel is in operation 
the sewage will be removed rapidly and will 
be deodorized and disinfected by the sun and 
the air long before it reac the Illinois. 
For the present all the Commissioner can do 
is to put a stop to the throwing of dead ani- 
mats or offal into the South Branch, as he 
says he is going to. That will do more good 
than these chemicals.

Chicago’s Superintendent of Schools and 
his assistants are*the busiest persons in the 
city nowadays. Crowds of people throng the 
headquarters in the Schiller Building from 
morning till night. Parents come with their 
children ;, District Superintendents, princi- 
pals, and ‘teachers all come to Supt, Lane dur- 
ing the course of the day to report progress in 
their variousdepartments. Besides theselthere 
are an endiess number of committees on 
echool management, finance, buildings and 
grounds, and numerous other matters pertain- 
ing to the public. schools, all in active opera- 

. The cry now goes up from every 
quarter of the city is for more room, . 

‘The average daily attendance in the pub- 
lic schools of Chicago,” said Supt. Lane yes- 
terday, ‘ has increased nearly 25 per cent in the 
last two years. Our greatest problem just now 
is how to remedy the overcrowding of school. 
rooms in the outlying districts, For instance, 
in the Hyde Park Schvol we have 250 more 
pupils than we can accommodate. And to- 
day we sent three divisions from there to 
the McCosh School and two'to the Wood- 
lawn School.”
